Sign-up Sunday for Synod 


It’s sign-up Sunday for speak-up sessions for the Synod. 
At churches throughout the diocese special forms will 
be available Oct. 7 for parishioners to indicate those synod 
subjects they wish to discuss. 

YOUR PREFERENCE OF three topics will be noted, and 
parish synod officials will analyze returns and arrange 
speak-up sessions accordingly. 

If you miss the sign-ups Sunday, don’t worry. Most 
parishes will continue registration for several weeks. 

First speak-up sessions will be in November, following 
the official opening of the synod by Bishop Leo T. Maher 
during the weekend of Oct. 27-28.

Synod. 


Farm dispute -what now? 


SAN FRANCISCO, Calif. (NC) — The 10-year-old struggle 
between the Teamsters union and the United Farm Work- 
ers of America (UFWA) to represent field workers ap- 
pears to be at an end. wine 

A tentative agreement was reached last week in 
Washington. While both sides refused to release details 
of the pact immediately, NC News learned that it assigned 
the organization of field workers to the UFWA, AFL-CIO, 
and leaves the Teamsters with packing house workers, 
truckers and tractor drivers in agricultural industry. 


ARBITERS OF ANY future jurisdictional dispute con- 
cerning agricultural workers will be George Meany, presi- 
dent of the AFL-CIO, and Frank Fitzsimmons, Teamsters’ 
president. 

Both men have been involved in secret and high level 
talks which have been going on since earlier this year, 

_ when the Western Teamsters Conference signed contracts 
with most of the California growers in the Imperial, 
Coachella, and San Joaquin Valleys after Cesar Chavez’s 
UFWA had failed to gain renewal of its three-year-old con- 
tracts, most of which had expired in the last several 
months. 

Although the Teamsters and the UFWA now share juris- 
diction over agricultural labor, the outcome is far from 
clear. 

FIELD WORKERS IN the lettuce and vegetable fields 
of California’s Salinas Valley will remain under Team- 

sters organization until those contracts expire in 1975.

There is no theological basis for 
women priests in the Church, said 
Dutch Cardinal Maxmilian de 
Furstenberg in San Diego last week. 

While ' supporting further 
theological studies, he saw no 
chance the Church will change its 
2,000-year-old tradition of the male 
priesthood. 


GOD MADE MAN and woman in 
his own image, but he did not make 
them equals and gave each specific 
qualities for their respective roles, 
the cardinal maintained. 

In an interview before returning to 
Rome, Cardinal de Furstenberg also 
discussed the 1975 Holy Year. He is 
chairman of the year’s central 
committee. _ 

Inviting Christians and non- 
Christians to join in the year for 
world peace and reconciliation, he 
said: 


“IT WOULD BE a very beautiful 
thing if other religions, other men, 
joined in this movement, par- 
ticularly at this time when there is 
so much difficulty in the world.” 

All men, he said, ‘“‘should nourish 
thoughts of peace, as in holy 
scriptures. But also governments 
and mankind should have thoughts 


about peace. With peace we can be 


one.”’ 

He welcomed the participation of 
the United Nations in the year’s goal 
of reconciliation, saying that “when 
everybody speaks about peace, it 
helps governments trying to achieve 
tee 

CARDINAL de Furstenberg also 
spoke of the growing influence of 
Christianity on world civilization, 
and the goodwill between Catholics 
and Eastern Orthodox. 

He also praised diocesan synods 
as “good things to have’’ to revise 
and update local church guidelines. 
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The cardinal, former papal envoy 
in Japan, Australia, New Zealand, 
Oceania and Portugal, said 
Christianity is increasing its in- 
fluence around the world — greater 
in proportion to the number of 
Christians. 


“OUR WHOLE civilization is 
based in some ways on Christian 
doctrine,”’ he said. “There has been 
no period in history that has not been 
under the influence of Christianity. 
All our efforts in behalf .of the 
welfare of humanity is a Christian 
idea.”’ 

Regarding Christian unity, he said 
Catholics need to work ‘‘deeper and 
deeper” with Orthodox and other 
Christians ‘‘not to unify everything, 
but to serve Christ in unity while 
remaining with our own traditions.” 

The Holy Year, he added, will 


foster religious unity through its . 


spiritual renewal in local churches 
around the world.

A variety of pro-life programs will get underway in 
the diocese’s 165 parishes Oct. 7 — Respect Life 
Sunday. 

Catholics will focus on the sanctity of human life and 
threats to human dignity in their prayers, study and 
action programs. 


FIRST OBSERVED in 1972 as Respect Life Week 
only, this year it has been expanded, given a new 
format and linked with other Christian social con- 
cerns. 

Diocesan programs are coordinated by Msgr. Mark 
P. Doran, executive director, Catholic Community 
Services, working with other agencies and parish 
groups. 

Weekly themes focus on: the unborn, Oct. 7; 
mentally retarded, Oct. 14; youth, Oct. 28, and the 
aging, Nov. 4. 

SUPPLEMENTARY programs linked with respect 
life include National Youth Week, Oct. 28-Nov. 4, 
World Mission Sunday, Oct. 21; Campaign for Human 
Development, Nov. 18; Holy Family Sunday, Dec. 30, 
and World Peace Day, Jan. 1. 

A handbook for parishes and other organizations 
discusses the weekly themes, suggests programs and 
recommends further study. 

Meanwhile, CCS in cooperation with pro-life groups 
in various parts of the diocese, is supplying speakers, 
exhibits and other assistance to parishes. 

“THE SANCTITY of life,’’ says the handbook, 
“derives from God’s plan and the value of each person 
should be given equal importance by society. 

“Improving the quality of life then becomes a moral 
imperative — it leads us to overcome the threats and 
obstacles that endanger life. Thus, improving the 
quality of life really entails improving the cir- 
cumstances of life in society — it cannot be truly 
achieved by violating the life or rights of any single 
person.” 

Nationally the observance is sponsored by the U. S. 
bishops’ family life division.

Unseen by most was a minor interruption at the rear 
of the procession when Cardinal de Furstenberg ac- 
cepted a petition from a man who wanted to deliver it 
personally to the ‘“‘red hat.” 


Priestly Knights 


This Order of the Holy Sepulchre is probably the 
only way, outside of a British royal knighthood, for 
anyone to obtain the title “‘Sir’’ or “‘Lady”’ these days. 
The official program for the investiture lists all with 
this honorific, including priests. 

Apart from Msgrs. John Purcell, Donald Doxie and 
William Spain who were “Knighted” last week, there 
were already those previously invested, including 
Msgr. I. Brent Eagen, diocesan chancellor, and Msgr. 
Daniel O’Donoghue, pastor of St. Mary Magdalene 
church. I was also surprised to see Father Peter 
Covas, CSSp., of St. Catherine’s, Riverside and Boys’ 
Town of the Desert. He told me he has been a Knight 
for about six years. 


Gazing to heaven 


The last meeting of the Priests’ Senate was in- 
teresting for the number of times the priests raised 
their eyes towards heaven. Every few minutes they 
paused, gazed upwards and seemed to be offering 
silent prayer — while all debate ceased. 

Unfortunately, it was not as pious as it sounds. The 
eyes went heavenwards and debate ceased simply 
because the noise of yet another aircraft taking off 


from Lindbergh Field, San Diego’s airport, drowned 
all other business. 

Msgr. William Cooney, pastor at St. Charles 
Borromeo, host parish for the senate that day, told me 
they are suing the airport management for the wor- 
sening noise pollution and property damage.

Ten year tenure

“ten year tenure”’ for pastors. Try saying it quickly — 
then you can think about it. Would you like to see every 
pastor moved after ten years in one parish? 


Ads for pastors 


On the question of tenure for pastors, I have to thank 
Deacon Frank DeMoor of St. Sophia’s, for some in- 
teresting ads which appeared in the Dutch newspaper 
De Tyd, an official Catholic daily in Holland. The ads 
look like the opportunities offered in ‘‘positions 
vacant’”’ columns of most newspapers, but in each 
case they are seeking a pastor. 

One ad is for a part-time ‘‘basic pastorate” in a little 
town, where the requirements for the applicant in- 
clude: ‘‘Ability to conduct the liturgy in a relevant 
way, and ability to communicate with young people.” 

Another seeks a chaplain for a hospital, ‘‘to 
cooperate with a Dutch-Reformed minister.’’ The 
successful applicant is called upon to ‘‘create room for 
religious experience of the problems around life and 
death.” You will find one of the ads reproduced on 
page 9. 


Speak up or shut up 


It will be interesting to see how many parishioners 
participate in the initial synod speak-up sessions in 
November. There are many people, both well- 
intentioned and otherwise, ready to voice their 
disapproval of some aspect of the Church. 

While the synod sessions in parishes are not in- 
tended simply as a means of airing complaints, there 
will undoubtedly be a chance to express praise or 
appreciation. 

It is to be hoped that those who are most vocal will 
take this opportunity to exercise their privilege of 
speaking up, with due respect to other views. If we 
don’t speak now, we might be enjoined to forever hold 
our peace. Don’t criticize — synodize, to quote St. 
Martin’s, La Mesa. 

The official opening of the Diocesan Synod, at the 
end of this month, will set the scene for vital and 
vigorous parish activity. The hardest worked mem- 
bers of the parish synod teams will be the chairmen 
and secretaries of the speak-up sessions. They really 
have a people and logistics problem.

In the 
Christian context this good thing is the 
triumph of Jesus Christ, his conquest 
over sin and death; it is the reign of 
God expressed in the resurrection. 


Insofar as one believes in Christ one 
has possession of the fruits of his 
conquest; thus, they stand on a secure 
base and can afford to wait out attacks 
without becoming hate-filled and 
resentful.

The 
Church has never opposed 
such a penalty, lawfully 
inflicted, but on the con- 
trary has condemned those 
who denied such a right on, 
the part of the civil govern- 
ment.” 

He quotes the explana- 
tion of Pope Pius XII: 

“Even when there is a 
question of a person con- 
demned to death, the state 
does not take away the right 
of the individual to life. It 
is then reserved to the pub- 
lic authority to deprive the 
condemned person of the 
benefit of life in expiation 
for his guilt, after he him-. 
self, by his crimes, has 
already deprived himself of 
his right to life.” 

Father Connell adds, 
“However, Catholics are free 
to discuss the question 
whether or not capital pun- 
ishment is feasible and 
effective as a preventive of 
crime. Indeed, there are 
Catholics on both sides of 
this controversy.”

To turn the other cheek 


As women will, we were talking 
about ... an eye for an eye, and how 
readily we justify ‘(paying back with 
the same coin,”’ those who oppose us. 

However we may protest, we do not 
love our enemies. We do not habitually 
do good to those who hate us, but too 
often meet hatred with hatred. 


LOOKING BACK over 2,000 years of 
Christian evangelization and reflecting 
on the condition of the modern world, 
critics may well ask, ‘‘Why has 
Christianity not changed the world? 
Why is evil still so prevalent? Why is 
there still no peace in the world?” 

Like the sportsman who blames his 
failure on his equipment, or calls into 
question the rules and organization of 
the tournament, we absolve ourselves 
of responsibility and accuse the 
Church. 

Yet it is the Christians, the people of 
the Church, who for century after 
century have proclaimed charity while 
exploiting sagans, persecuting Jews, 
fighting among themselves and 
exhibiting all the common qualities of 
hatred. 


A GREAT DEAL of so-called 
righteous anger is little more than 
hatred in disguise. Bitterness, 
retribution, the desire to punish, the 
readiness to call down damnation on 
those with whom we disagree — all find 
common root in hatred. 

Charity, that is, true Christian love, 
bears within itself the power to 
revolutionize the world. The wars that 
continue to plague our history, crime, 
the idiocies of witchcraft and satanism, 
faction fighting prove beyond doubt 
that we have barely scraped the sur- 
face of that reservoir of power. 

We have, in fact, barely allowed 
ourselves to love. We cringe from the 
evidence of evil in the world without 
recognizing that we add to its ballast 
every time we lash out in selfish anger 
or refuse to associate with someone 
with whom we disagree — or return ill 
for ill.

our own families and refuse help and 
consideration for relatives and friends, 
however unfaithful, we block the action 
of God’s love within us. 

It is interesting to view the 
widespread publicity on the real or 
contrived evidence of satanist revival 
in this country. We are so loathe to 
attribute the prevalence of evil to our 
own propensity for sin, that we invest 
satan with full responsibility. 

And there, I believe, we miss the 
mark. If ever a position were a 
sinecure, that of the Prince of 
Darkness must be. We readily do so 
very much-of his work for him. 


EVERY DAY WE add our con- 
tribution to his quotient. It may be very - 
little — no more than a grain of sand — 
but it is from grains of sand that the 
arid deserts are formed. 

We have to love men very much 
before we can respect their rights, if 
those rights restrict our own liberty. On 
the social dimension of Christian love, 
Bishop Tournai of Belgium once said: 
“Tt is not just giving alms or showing 
benevolence towards individuals. It is 
something more. 

“It is taking society itself under your 
wing to reduce its inequalities and 
bring it to justice. It must not be 
forgotten that social progress can wipe 
out or alleviate that material and 
moral misery of millions of human 
beings at a single stroke.” 


CHARITY — the Christian virtue — 
means loving men with God’s own love, 
and is the test of our love of him — the 
final judgment of ourselves. 
Vengeance, retribution or punishment 
are not our prerogative.

Question: 

For years I have had a Franciscan 
rosary of seven decades. How does this 
differ from the Franciscan Crown? 
And what does one meditate on while 
saying the last two decades? 


There is no difference. The Fran- 
ciscan Crown is a rosary of seven 
decades. The mysteries for meditation 
are:. the Annunciation, the Visitation, 
the Nativity, the Adoration of the Magi, 
the Finding of the Child in the Temple, 
the Resurrection, and the Coronation of 
the Blessed Mother in Heaven. 

The crown did not originate with St. 
Francis. According to Luke Wadding, 
the Franciscan historian, this rosary 
came into existence many years after 
Francis’ death. It has been highly 
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indulgenced through the centuries, but 
only a member of the order (including | 
the Third Order) is eligible to receive 
these indulgences. Sorry about that. 


Question 

I have seen confessions being heard 
during Mass at a parish in this diocese. 
I thought this was forbidden by some 
decree a year or two back, so that 
attendance at the liturgy of the 
Eucharist was not diluted. 


Readers are vastly relieved to know 
that you saw rather than overheard 
confessions during Mass! 

There has been no official decree 
about this particular matter. Indeed it 
was standard practice years ago and 


moralists rationalized that the penitent 
fulfilled his Mass obligation because, 
after all, he was in the church building 
where the Mass was being offered! 


‘This opinion is a splendid reflection of 


casuistry, that is, the art of getting 
around the law. 

Certainly this supermarket approach 
— everything at one stop — does not 


‘ represent the ideal by any means. As a 


matter of fact, it demonstrates a totally 
inadequate appreciation of both 
sacraments. 

But some priests will argue that this 
is the best way to get people to go to 
confession. Fine — but have con- 
fessions before Mass and stop punc- 
tually when Mass begins, for the 
Liturgy of the Word is just as important 
as the Liturgy of the Eucharist. 


TV news accounts are filled with pictures of violence — but should entertainment programs be filled with it also? 


Talking Point 


Television - the agony and the banality 


Archbishop Fulton J. Sheen in his sermons 
often referred to the axiom, “‘you are what you 
read,”’ with devastating effect in reference to the 
day’s escapist literature. 

But what if you consider the possibility that 
you are becoming what you watch on TV, that 
your values are the same as those shown on your 
favorite ‘programs? That is a little frightening to 
‘say the least. 


PERHAPS WE DON’T pick up our values from 
watching television but there can be little doubt 
that it reinforces those we already have. 

American television is the great persuader, 
extolling the comfortable virtues of the middle 
class, perhaps acknowledging verbally the 
importance of the individual but showing 
visually that property and possessions are what 
really count in life. 

And then there’s the problem of oléace —the 
horde of actors which are weekly shown being 
killed, beaten, maimed or physically threatened. 

THERE ARE STUDIES that show the average 
18-year old has seen 16,000 television murders in 
his lifetime. 

The sheer volume of such violence is enough to 
make us question what this is doing to the person 
who watches it all. 

One thing seems certain: television does affect 
us, but not always in the most dramatic ways. 


DIETITIANS WARN us about ‘‘empty 
calories’”” — foods that fill us up but give no 
nourishment. And perhaps a constant fare of 
bland, empty headed television entertainment is 
more insidiously harmful to our spiritual health 
than more obviously objectionable material. 

Good entertainment, like dreaming during 
sleep, is a human necessity which refreshes not 
only the mind but the spirit. If television did 
nothing else but this, it would be sufficiently 
justified. 

For most of us, thogen television’s main 
fascination will always be its magical ability to 
transport us into vicarious fantasies and to 
amuse weary minds with simple direct humor. 

IT’S CONTINUING to do just that in its new 
season — with its full evenings of situation 
comedies and action-adventure series, all 


sounding suspiciously like old formulas with new 
labels. The only. “‘new”’ trend might be series 
based on popular motion pictures like Shaft and 
Bob & Carol & Ted & Alice, shows hoping to 
repeat the success of M* A* S* H. 

But. these examples of television’s ‘‘new 
maturity” are neither new nor very mature. A 
series like M* A* S* H takes something origi- 
nally made for adults and turns it into a 
McHale’s Navy format, overly familiar gold- 
bricking routines spiced up with a little 
snickering at the expense of women. 

Perhaps what is happening may be best seen in 
the Americanization of British series like All in 
the Family and Maude. These program ideas, 
originally conceived and intended for the British 


adult viewing audience, have been transformed ~ 


into general audience. vehicles here. 


THE STATED THEMES may be adult but the 
treatment and humor is directed towards the 
lowest common denominator. The ratings game 
is all important to commerical television which 
doesn’t want to lose a single consumer-viewer 
unless absolutely necessary. 

That is not to say that television has never 
presented truly adult programs. Last season, for 
instance, it clearly identified as adult viewing 
Ingmar Bergman’s The Lie and David Rabe’s 
Sticks and Bones. 

But for the most part, television seems today 
in the same situation as Hollywood in the 50s — 
that is, trying to find a way to seemingly deal 
with adult subject matter without actually doing 
So. : 


THE RESULT WAS a Hollywood movie rating 
system — admittedly imperfect, but at least an 
acknowledgement of the film industry’s 
theoretical responsibility to safeguard the 
young. ; 

The pressures of making money in the 
lucrative media field are harsh realities the 
public must be aware of. TV’s advertising 
message must reach the young adult — the 
biggest buyer — while at the same time not 
losing the family audience. 


Sooner or later, the networks will realize that — 


they must provide programs for children, for 


adults and for the family without insulting the- 


intelligence or the integrity of the intended 
viewers. 

THE PRESENT situation — which often 
trivializes important social and moral issues — 
is confusing and probably troubling to many 
parents concerned about the effect of such 
watered-down issues on their children. Often the 
best cure for an offensive broadcast has been 
merely to switch stations. 

But it can also be highly rewarding for parents 


to talk with their children about programs they 


have just watched. 

Children pick up values from TV of which 
parents are totally unaware unless they talk 
regularly about them. A movie like Bonnie and 
Clyde probably would be a bad experience for a 
youngster to watch with the family but it would 
be excellent for the teenager — provided it was 
discussed afterwards. 

Meanwhile, television continues to help shape 
people and cast up its own myths. The poor and 
dispossessed in our society are placated with the 
Horatio Alger myth that they too can participate 
in the good things of life by working hard. - 


THIS MAKES THE ‘rest of us feel better but 
hides the fact that technology has eliminated the 


very jobs that were once the stepping stones out 


of the ghetto. 

Rather than drawing us all together in 
McLuhan’s vaunted global village, television 
seems bent on protecting our insularity — 
reassuring us that all is well, regardless of 
rumors we may hear. elsewhere. 

Television isn’t going to eliminate the com- 
plicated problems of our times. Yet viewers can 
become more objective and aware of the 
escapist complacency and consumer philosophy 
of regular programming, while still enjoying 
whatever entertainment is provided. Being 
morally outraged at Maude’s abortion is easy 
enough, but resisting the subliminal materialism 
of programming week after week is much more 
difficult.

In a number of directives to religious 
orders, societies of common life without 
vows, and secular institutes, the council 
recommended that all institutes should 
share in the life of the Church, adapting and 
implementing the Church’s undertakings in 
all matters biblical, liturgical, dogmatic,

pastoral, ecumenical, missionary and 
social. 


—Institutes should promote among their 
members an adequate knowledge of the 
social conditions of the times they live in and 
of the needs of the Church. 


—Renewal of spirit takes precedence over 
even the active ministry. 


—Communities dedicated to con- 
templation should revise their manner of 
living, but their contemplative life and with- 
drawal from the world should be preserved. 


—Institutions of monastic life should 
revive ancient traditions of service and 
adapt to the needs of today. 


—Secular institutes, which although not 
religious institutes, involve a full con- 
secration of men and women to God, and 
should preserve their secular character. 


IN THE SAN DIEGO diocese, over 700 
sisters from approximately 60 communities 
serve the people in the field of education, 
parish work, social service and nursing. 

The largest group, about 400; work in 
elementary schools, Parish work — CCD, 
parish coordination, social work, parish 
activities — is the next largest group. 

About 50 sisters are employed in high 
schools and others staff four hospitals, two 
senior citizen homes, a children’s home and 
center for mentally retarded children. Other 
fields of apostolate include a bookstore and 
a retreat center. 


DIOCESAN REPRESENTATION of 
religious women is achieved through the 
Sisters’ Senate, which is composed of 
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elected representatives from all 
munities in the diocese. 

The senate is the official means of com- 
munication between the sisters and. the 
bishop, with whom it meets four times 
yearly, and is affiliated with the National 
Association of Women Religious. 

Its purpose is to achieve greater ef- 
fectiveness and relevance of life-style and 
apostolate through inter-community 
cooperation. :

_FHERE ARE TWO contemplative 
communities in the diocese. 

Standard salary for sisters working at 
the parish level is approximately $2800 a 
year, excluding car expenses, housing, 
insurance. 

For those employed outside the parish 
field, the average salary is $4800 a year, 
with no expense allowance. 


IN MOST COMMUNITIES all members 
operate on the same budget allocation, 
regardless of individual salaries. A personal 
allowance of $20 a month is reserved for 
clothing, entertainment and so on. 

All money remaining after living ex- 
penses is sent to the central house of the 
particular order for support of aged, sick 
and retired sisters and to provide 
educational funds for younger members. 

There is no diocesan pension scheme for 
religious, and the need to provide for senior 
sisters — who outnumber the young sisters 
— contributes to the growing trend among 
younger women to seek higher salaried 
work.

OFFICES IN OTHER CALIFORNIA CITIES 


RECENTLY THE BISHOPS of the United 
States voted a $300 annual increase in salary 
for religious women working in parishes. 

There are no secular institutes in the 
diocese although a Los Angeles group 
maintained a house in San Diego county 
until recently. 

Many congregations have some type of 
affiliation for lay people, married or single, 
who participate in the group activities in 
varying degrees. 


THE TRANSITION FROM monastic to 
active apostolate has caused some 
misunderstandings, not only between laity 
nd religious, but among the sisters 
emselves. 
uestions which may be raised include the 
tent to which the laity help or add to the 
‘difficulties of this stage of transition. Are 
people aware of the impact of such a change 
of life style upon communities? If not, how 
can this be brought about? 

How can the concept of team ministry 
with priest, sister and layman be 
presented and implemented more ef- 
fectively? 


WOULD MORE RETREAT weekends for 
combined lay and religious groups be 
beneficial? 

Should more consideration be given to 
newer forms of ministry for religious? Or 
greater participation in the liturgy? 

Is there a need for appointing more 
religious women ministers of the 
sacrament, particularly in hospitals? _

A simpler Bible translation 
to help raise world literacy 


NEW YORK (NC) — The 
American Bible Society has 
opened a ‘‘massive, major”’ 
drive for $62,850,000 to 
produce and distribute easy 
to read scriptures in 200 
languages over the next 12 
years, 

It is designed to help raise 
literacy levels in the one- 
third of the world where 
illiteracy is a major 
probelm. 


THE CAMPAIGN, ‘‘Good 
News for New Readers,”’ 
was described as the biggest 
thing the society has un- 
dertaken since publication of 
Good News for Modern. Man 
in 1966. This is the society’s 
New Testament in Today’s 
English Version, which has 
become a runaway best- 
selling paperback. 

The drive will be directed 
towards organizations, 
foundations and institutions 
supporting literacy efforts 
throughout the world, ac- 
cording to the Rev. John D. 


Erickson, an executive 
secretary of the Bible 
society. 


THE SOCIETY’S initial 
goal is to translate, produce 
and distribute 725,000,000 
“Good News Scripture 
Literacy Selections.’’ These 
are. short, illustrated 
brochures with scripture 
events told in language that 
has been linguistically pre- 
tested to be understandable 
to new readers. 


A target for the selections 
are “‘lapsed literates”’ 
persons who have learned to 
read but have no resource 
materials to continue their 
reading skills. 

Erickson estimated that as 
many as 50 percent of new 
readers return to illiteracy. 
The series of “Good News 
Scripture. Literacy Selec- 
tions,”’ at five levels, he said, 
is designed to carry them 
from the primer stage up to a 
point where they become 
“true readers.” 


THE FIRST 10 million 
literacy selections, in 
Spanish, were distributed in 
Latin America in ‘‘full 
collaboration with Catholic 
authorities,’’ said Miss Alice 
E. Ball, also an executive 
secretary. They have proved 
extremely popular in adult 
education centers, villages 
and towns. In Guatemala, 
for example, the government 
gives each graduate of its 
literacy training program a 
complete set of the selec- 
tions.

SEXUAL INTIMACY, by 
Father Andrew Greeley. 
Thomas More Press, 
Chicago. 199 pages, $6.95. 
Among Catholics, this is 
likely to be one of the more 
controversial books of the 
year. Not alone because of 
the content — after all, there 
have been books on sexuality 
by priests before — but 
because of the combination 
of content, style and author. 
Unlike other books on 
sexuality stemming from a 
Christian background or 
purporting to bring a 
Christian interpretation . to 
the sex drive, this one, in 
style, is openly erotic.

Greeley’s sin is the sin of 
having written in a style 
popular enough to intrigue
